THE GRINNELL HORROR. 
CROWDS OF GAPING SIGHT-SEERS.

GRINSBLL. lowa, June 19.—The cloud of vio- 

lence which passed over Grinnell Saturday bight 
proves to be one without a silver lining. Your 
representative who bas been on the scene of dis- 
aster today finds nothing milder than was stated 
yesterday, but everything magnified in the ex- 
tent of injury done. It is believed tonight that 
the roll will reach fully 100 before the worst is 
kuown, as all the devastated district has not yet 
been closely canvassed. 
EAGER CROWDS 
from all accessibie points have flooded to the 
city today to view the ruins. Fully 15,000 
strangers were upon the streets at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. The day bas been cool and bright 
and altogether favorable to sight-seeing. The 
water has drained away, making the streets, 
which were a bed of mud oo Sunday, quite 
passable today. So far as the morale of the 
crowd is concerned, it wears more the appear“ 
ance of 
A POURTH OF JULY CELEBRATION 
than of a fuperal occasion. The town wears 
moursing at many doors. One of the first per- 
sons sought out by your correspondent was ex- 
Congressman J. B. Grinnell, the founder of the 
place. He has lived bere twenty-eight years. 
The result of bis conversations with hundreds of 
friends from various parw of the district swept 
by the tornado may be summoned substantially 
tops: He says the first indications of the 
storm were seen Saturday evening at 7 o'clock, 
darkness appearing in a northwesterly direc- 
tion. This was first seen 
IN STORY COUNTY, 
between sixty and seventy miles distant. Thence 
the track is to be seen through the groves t- 
teen to twenty miles northwest by a width from 
forty rode to s fourta of a mile. fherceness 
of the fury was frst seen about seven miles 
northwest of Grinnell at about 8 o'clock. Build- 
inwe were blown down in the track of the two 
waterspouts and tive deaths were reported in 
ttat locality. Immediately northwest of Grin- 
nell with its greatest violence the cyclone, for 
the two water funnels had merged in one 
‘this time, struck the west tine 

the town, and there were tue most lives lost. 
The buildings were smaller and many of them 
were without oeilars. Pass ag into the aorthern 
part of the eity. where the houses were larger, 
with more cellars, there was less fatality. After

THE LARGE COLLEGE BUILDINGS, 
a three-story brick and 4 four-story stone 
structare, the storm seemed to narrow, and take 
more of the cycioge obaracter, twisting build- 
ings in all ¢goneceivanie directions. It then 
passed south of Malcom. a small tows of 900 
people, e.gbt wiles east, where eleven lives were 
lost, and a great amount of property, estimated 
at $80,000, was destroyed. Mr. Griunell, sum- 
marizing the result, stated that forty persons 
were xkilied and more than 100 wounded, At 
least a score of persous have shoulders broken, 
or arms or legs. The physicians’ estimate is 
that fifteen or twenty of the number will die. 
OF BUILDINGS 
120 were destroyed, ninety of which were 
dwellings. The frames were shuttered in- 
kindimg- wood, and carpets, «fur 
niture, and clothing were carried miles.

Reports come here today of a cyclone which 

ed south of Nevada Saturday night at 7:30. 
A man by the name of Gmerstock had his leg 
brokenin three places.

TRACK OF THE STORM.

Cuban Rapips, Ia., June 19.—The corres 
ent sent for a detailed statement @ the work 
the tornado in the country around Grinnell has 
not yet returned. Additional reports received 
show that the distance traveled by it is mu@h 
greater than was first supposed. From parties 
who came from the western part 
of the State today it 
that the tornado clouds were first seen near Jef- 
ferson, Green County, which is nearly in the 
centre of the west half of the State and 
ninety miles west of Grinnell: The clouds 
seemed to combine in the whirl near 
that place, about balf-past 7 o'clock, 
and the tornado then started eastward in its 
work of destruction. It passed south of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railway, running almost 
parallel with that line as far as Marshal! County, 
where it apparently made a curve and started 
towards Grinneil. 

AT OGDEN, 

fifteen miles east of Jefferson, it was seen pass- 
ing through the air, but no damage is reported 
until it reached a point south of Nevada, where 
two or three people were killed. It passed 
through the northwest part of Jasper 
County, dealing death to several per- 
sons and destruction to considerable farm 
property, and then passed eastward 
towards Kelly, the point named yesterday as 
where the tornado was first seen. Then it rav- 
aged the ninety miles of territory, striking 
Grinnell, Malcom, and Irish Ridge, fourteen 
miles southeast of Brooklyn, on the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Road. There dave 
been no reports up to this time that 
would indicate much damage done 
between that point and its last piace of striking, 
which seems to have been at or in the vicinity of 
Mount Pleasant.

Ready hands and generous hearts 
have already done much to care for the wound- 
ed and shelter the houseless, but the results of 
so frightful a disaster must be long-lasting, and 
others further removed from the scene only 
await an opportunity toaid their stricken fel- 
low- citizens.

This view of the situation is highly ap-

But the theory 
evolved is by no means «ufficient to aecount 
tor the Democratic faildres in the past, nor 
will the correction of this single mistake 
serve to change the current of political af- 
fairs. The radical trouble With the Demo- 
eratic party isin principle, and not in men 
nur sections, except as the latter influence 
principle. It the s€lection of a Demucratic 
candidate from the West could influence the 
Demuveratie party tu abanden its heresy of 
State sovereignty, Which is the source of all 
its woes, then a movement in the 
diréétion outlined above would be of 
vital importance, and miglt possibly hold 
outsone hope wf success. It is worth while 
to Inquire whéther any such result could be 
reasonably expected from the »omination of 
a Western man by the Democratic Conven- 
ton.

position during the War. But each of the 
three leading Democrats of the West, one of 
whom would almost surely obtalu the fiom- 
inaweon if tue Western prograi. eould be car- 
ried out, would be a Cofisyicueus represent- 
ative of the State-severeignty feature of 
Democracy. Gov. Palmer is a Democrat on 
this gruund alone, and the views of Judge 
Thurman and ex-Senator McDonald on the 
subject Are too well know to be called into 
question. Since the War was waged to put 
down the natural outeome of State sover- 
eignty—secession—and since every subse- 
quent Victory of the Republican party has 
emphasized and stféngthened the principle 
of Nationalism, hew cai it be reasonably ex- 
pected that the sélection of a State-sover- 
eignty Democrat from the West will obscure 
that issue any more successfully than in the 
past ? 

There is another view to be taken of this 
movement in favor of a Western Democratic 
candidate which does nut promise well for 
ius success.

THE OWA CYCLONES. 

The fearful storm of wind and rain whieh 
swept over a large part of Kansas Friday 
last, doing such great damage In the vicinity 
of Atchison and as far south as Kansas City, 
had a still more fearful supplement in lowa 
on the following day, entailing a loss of life 
atid property which has not been surpassed 
in this tornado region sinve the destruction 
of Camanche, in Clinton County, twenty 
years A or more. There apparently seem 
to have been three tornadoes about the same 
time. The first comméuced in the soul 
western portion of Boone County, which is a 
considerable distance northwest of the scene 
of the principal disaster, and as it seems to 
have dissipated itself near Oxden it must 
have taken the old direetion from southwest 
to northeast, making sad havoc all along its 
course. The second Occurfed in the extreme 
southeastern corner of the State, well down 
to the Missouri line, and the prifvipal de- 
struction caused by it was in the vicinity of 
Burlington, though there are rumors of a ter- 
rible disaster at Mount Pleasaut. 

The centre of destruction, however, is 
about the beautifal little Town of Grinnell, 
Poweshiek County. on the line of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad. The 
torhado, from the most feliable accounts, 
commenced about five miles west of Grin- 
nell, first striking the little Town of Kel 
loge. and traveled toa point twenty mies 
east of Grinnell, folloting the line of the 
reilroad, and completely destroying every- 
thing through afi area nearly half a mile in 
width, It struck the Town of Grinnel! 
about half-past 8 in the evening. Two clouds 
of savage aspect, accompanied by a terrible 
roaring, were seen appruaching with fearful 
velocity. They united near the towa and 
hurled themselves upon it, tearing and grind- 
ing everything in theilt course, and huri- 

down sheets of water upon the 
terrified people. The eircumstances at- 
tending the storm are an exact rep 
Stition of those at Camanche, and the 
results the same—namely: complete destruc- 
tion of everything in the way of these terri- 
ble elements of Nature. At Grinnell it is 
known that there were forty-one killed and 
more than 100 injured, many of whoni will 
die, and more than 100 houses destroyed, 
among them the college bulidings, thus in- 
flicting a terrible blow upon this prosperous 
and beautiful nttle town, From Grinnell! the 
tornado traveled eastwardly, taking lia its 
course Rock Township, Where eighteen 
houses were destroyed and three persons 
killed, and Maleom, about nine miles east of 
Grinnell, which was wiped out of existence, 
nine lives delng lost and many in jured. 
From Malcom it dipped a little to the south. 
by which Brooklyn eseaped, and the next 
place to suffer was Irish Ridge, a small set- 
tlement, where twelve lives were sacrificed 
to its fury. Beyond this point we hear 
of no further dainage, When the list ts fully 
made up it will be found, we have no dotidt, 
that considerably more than a hundred lives 
have been lost, as present reports include 
only settled communities, and not the de- 
tached residetices Which are seattered all 
along the course of the tornado, and evuld 
not have eseaped its fury. The destruction 
to houses, barus, outbuildings, crops, tres. 
ete., can hardly be estimated, but it will be 
immense, for tle loss occasioned by a tornado 
is always complete. 

The data ot the storims of Friday and Sat- 
urday are so clear and well established that 
scientific men ought to give us some lutor- 
mation of importance coricerning them. Their 
influence was unquestionably very wide- 
spread, and must have affected the entire 
Mississippi Valley and extended as far east 
as Lake Michigan. By consulting the naps 
it will be seen that the great Kansas storin of 
Friday was noving in the exact direction of 
the centre of the lowa storm of Saturday, 
and that the Iowa storms all moved in the 
direction of Chicago. Were not our strong 
southwest winds of Sunday the fragments of 
the Iowa tornadoes ? There is also room for 
investigation of the terrible wind, thuuder. 
aud bail sterms in Lilinols, which took place 
in the exaet course the tornadoes would 
have traveled had they reached us, and the 
length of time between the tornado iu lowa 
and the commencement of our high winds, as 
tornadves average about thirty-five miles per 
hour, is just about sufficient for the lowa 
storm to. have reached us in a harm- 
less form. It is also said that there 
were heavy frosts in the ternado region after 
the disaster. Has this fact any connection 
with our on sudden extreme change to 
cold? Leavitig the scientists to study out

The State of Arkansas somé years ago 
scaled her debt very heavily, and there is 
now pending before the people an amend- 
ment to the Constitution practically repudl- 
ating the rest of it. A strong effort was 
made by a minority of the Democratic party 
to save the credit of the State by protesting 
against the amendment, but the majority of 
the party in the recent Ste Convention in- 
dorsed the repudiating platform, and eom- 
iiitted the party in the State to its adoption. 
As there Will be a large portion of the Re- 
publican party also supporting the amend- 
ment, the probabilities are that io November 
Arkansas will “emancipate’’ herself from 
debt by writing upon her Constitution an 
irrepealable law pfobiolting its payment. 

In the legal arguments before me United 
States courts of Teunessee corterniie tte 
validity of some of the bends issued by that 
State, the venerable Charles U’Uonor in his 
argument lamented the adoption of the 
Eleveuth Amendment to the National Con- 
stitution eighty years ago, whereby all legal 
means were abulished thruugh which a State 
Government eould be compelled to pay its 
Honest debts. He regatded it as a National re- 
pruach that State Govérnments were recog- 
nized as possessing power te incur debts and 
Uabllidles, Without any power existing any- 
where to enforee the payment on their part 
of their obligations. 

During the last ten years the hand of the 
sealer of State debts has been bitsy at the 
South. South Carolina, Nerth Carolina, 
Geotgla, Alabama, and Loulsiaha have 
“paid” thelr debts to a large extent not 
even with the frankuess of Miea@wber, They 
lave simply tendered the oreditors new 
bonds for a proportion of their debts, deciar- 
ing the rest “uff.” Arkansas has taken two 
or three chances at the debt. The Legis- 
lature declared that a latge proportion of the 
State debt had been contracted dy allen 
adventurers,” and sponged it off the 
books, and the State court declared 
another batch was invalid.“ On the debt 
not yet formally repudiated no interest has 
beeu pala for many years, and now it is pro- 
posed to declare formally in the Constitution 
that this debt never had a legal exisience. 
Of course both political parties in that State, 
being controlled by cheap demagogs, will 
vote this act of répddiation, and next year 
will advertise Arkansiis as a State “ entirely 
ffee of debt.” 

These States have taken the direct road to 
perpetuate their poverty. For fifteen years 
they have advertised over the broad earth 
that they had huthiing in eommon with the 
prinelples of political freedom s® uniVersal- 
ly established in the other States of the 
Union. y undertook to inform the wo 
that there’ was a Solid South“ in whic 
there were two distinet and Separate races: 
the one the superior, governing, and ruling 
race, and the other the inferior, servile, 
and governed race. It was announced 
that this condition of society was un- 
cliangeable and should be perpetuated, and 
no matter what meaus might be necessary to 
thaintain the suprematy of the one race and 
the abject political degradation of the other 
those means would be adopted. The resolve 
has been maintained; During the present 
year almost 1,000,000 immigrants have come 
to our shotes from fureéigh lands. Last 
year and during the years bince 1860 the tide 
of imthigrants has poured into all the North- 
ern States, but the Solid South“ has been 
avolded by them as if it Were a land of pesti- 
jence. Except in the ease of Texas the 
Southern States have been avoided by these 
millions of immigtafits—these nien seeking 
homes for themselves and their families have 
had no more thought of migrating to the 
Solid South than they had of gong to Africa. 
in the faroff homes and villages of these 
people, where they disctissed the future they 
expécted to share in the land of freedom. 
they no more considered the States of the 
Solid South as part of Ameriea than 
they did San Domingo. They have therefore 
directed their coufse to all parts of the eoun- 
try where the superior taee” and the 
race born and educated to rule“ does not 
abound. 

Arkansas is one of the States which have 
been cursed with this policy which has 
warned off allimmigradon, Arkansas, with 
ner immense natural advantages, ought to 
be far iu advance of Kansas, Lowa, or Mit- 
nesota in point of populatlon and general 
activity, industry, and weaith, and whata 
spectacle is sue made by haying a convention

Wuat an adver- 
tisement this for the political morality of a 
great State which appeals for itiwi- 
grants! Immigrants do not make new 
homes in a State Where pubilc dishotiesty is 
made a governing policy, and where public 
debts are repudiated (that taxation may be 
rated low. What au éncoufagement for 
capital is uffered by the formal repudiation 
of the pubiie debt! H the State repudiate, 
why not counties, and cities, and towns; 
why not corporauouns, firms, and individuals ? 
No State or municipality ean prosper with an 
imppeacued or bliguted eredid and while for 
a tine a few demagogs may rule, aud hold 
offices, and lord it as the ruling and domi- 
nant race, and boast of how they delivered 
the State from thé bondholders, we curse of 
répudiation will rest as a blight upon the 
State and keep it in poverty and ia sloth fur 
generations to eme, The manor the com- 
wunity that pays a debt by repudiation 
will never grow wealthy by honest laber ; 
and no State and no eommuuity can ever be 
prosperous wheu labor is nut made the fuun- 
aation for ali wealth. Repudiation is tie 
ost costly of all means of payitig public

MISTAKEN FOR BURGLARS. 


An Old and Bespected Citizen of One 
of Boston’s Suburbs Mistaken in the 
Dark for a Burgiar and Shot Dead in 
His Tracks.

June 19.—A shockiag affair occu 

in the suburban town of “Norwood about 2 

o'clock this morning, in which Dr. Jarvis Gay, 

one of the oldest veterinary surgeons in the 

country, was shot and iastantly killed by a

H. W. Edmunds, formerly Superintendent of 

the Dedham Poor-Farm. Dr. Gay, who was 

very deaf, was summoned to Canton on business 
about midnight, and, the night being fogay and 

intensely dark, he lost his way after driving a 

mile or two. Peering through the fog he saw 

the outlines of a dwelling at his left, and, 
after hitching his horse, started out with the 
probable intention of making inquiries concern- 
ing the road, for, although well acquainted with 
the way, the darkness had hidden the land- 
marks. With his usual prevaution be had taken 
his id&tern, and with the aid of its light he found 
the front door and knocked. In the gioom and 
silence he kept knocking, and, getting no an- 
swering response, as he supposed, went first to 
one side of the house, then to the other, and 
anon returning to the front door. After 
knocking for almost half an hour he 
started again to reach the back door, and had 
barely turned the corner of the house when he 
was met with the flush of a musket, and he fell 
dead. The inmates of the house had repeatedly 
opened the windows and demanded the business 
of the stranger, but.could get no response, and 
became thorougtily alarmed, beiieVi a gang 
of burglars were at work. They could see the 
oceasional flash of the iantern on all sides of the 


house, and tinally the son went to tho front win- 


dow and shouted to his father, “If 1 
cant'tm get any answer [ll get the gun 
and pepper em.“ This was said for the pur- 
pose of scaring the supposed gang of ruffians 
away. Suiting the action to the word, he went 
for the gun, capped it, ana went to the window 
of a lower root at the side of the house. Péer« 
ing out of the window be Saw a shadow moving, 
and also a gieam of light. The man seemed to 
be approaching the window. Without waiting 
to open the window he hastily thrust the muz- 
zie ot the gun tbrougb the glass, and, with-

Russell Sage’s intimate acquaintances say he is 
abear. He says the advance in the market has 

been too great and rapid and there is likely to 
beaheavy decline any day. The Windsor bear 
party, what there is left of it, say that the short 
interest inthe Vanderbilts and many other 
stocks has been completely crushed out, and it 
now looks as if the bull deal was nearly over 
with. If the bull movement continued until 
Tuesday there would be a bad break-down dur- 
ing the latter part of the week. Realizing sales 
by the clique in Lake Shore, they claim, were 
plainly to be seen on Saturday and the manip- 
ulation of the latter was sure to prove unfort- 

unate for the remainder of the market, which 

will certainly become demoralized when Lake 
Shore breaks down. The short interest in Mich- 
igan Central, they say, was entirely extinguished 
on Saturday, and the drup in the loaning rates 
for Lake Shore to2 per cent proves there has 
been a wholesale distribution of stocks from the 
bag. It is also claimed that Gould bas marketed 
about 10,000 shares of Missouri Pacific within the 
past few days on the rise. 

The Chicago & Northwestern earnings for the 
third week in June were $478,140, a comparative 
decrease of $9,314. Mr. Sykes, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, says there is a constant increase in passen- 
ger receipts over last year and the falling off is 
in freights, but is much less than expected. 

In an article on the financial situation the 
Financial Chronicle attributes the rise in prices 
to the improved prospects of the crops and of 
the large short interest in the market. It gives 
an interesting compilation of figures to show 
that the enormous liquidation of the past 
eleven months bag been in some respects greater 
than that which followed the panic of 1873. It 
presents a table which indicates that the shrink- 
age in the capital of 115 corporations has thus 
far amounted in about eleven months to $514,- 
668,068. The panic of 1873 resulted in the 


$151,716484, to which may be added a fur- 
ther .shrinkage during the following year of 
$76,600,000 (according to statements compiled at 
that period), making together $228,316,484. The 
speculation in the market which accompanied 
the resumption of specie payments, carried 
prices of sixty-nine stocks upward about $218,- 
00,000 from September, 1878, to October, 1879. In 
the table which follows allowance should be 
made for the new stock issued by the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, for the increase in the 
capital of the Richmond & West Point Terminal 
from $5,000,000 to $15,000,000, rights to subscribe

POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Origin and Development of the British 
Postal Service—The First Employment 
of Postage Stamps. 

In reviewing a recently published English 
book, the “Postage and Telegraph Stamps of 
Great Britain,” by F. A. Philbrick and W. 8. 
Westeby, the Saturday Review says: 

So far back as the reign of King John entries 
are to be found of payments to nunciifor the 
conveyance of Government dispatches. The 
royal livery was assumed by these messengers 
in the succeeding reign. Do we not ourselves 
remember the red coat of the modern post- 
man? In the reign of Heury VIIL a Mas- 
ter of the Postes was appointed. Stow notes 
the pretended right of the Flemings to ap- 
point a master of the strangers’ post. 
Their claim was so far allowed that down to 
1558 they controlled the dispatch of foreign 
mails. In that year the Italians raised a dispute 
with them on the subject, and eventually, just 
300 years before the, publication of this history, 
the first Postioaster-General was appointed by 
Queen Elizabeth under the more modest title of 
Chief Postmaster. A Dubtin post was established 
a few years later to sail from. Holybead or Liv- 
erpool. In 1650 the practice of furming the 
post-office revenue commenced, a practice 
which continued in some branches to exist till

WEST SIDE PARKS. 


Reguiar Meeting of the Commissioners 
Vesterday. 

A meeting of the West Side Park Board was 
held yesterday afternoon. A bare quorum 
was present—Commissioners McCrea, Brenock, 
and Lawrence being absent. 

A communication was received from F. O. 
Ball, the attorney for the West Washington 
boulevard, regarding a petition referred to him 
from D. H. Hale fora rebate on his assessment 


for the improvement of the boulevard. The 
opinion of the attorney Was that tho request of 
the petitioner be not granted, and the board con- 
curred therein. 

A communication was received from Fair- 
banks, Morse & Co. in reference to the construc- 
tion of a windmill for the supply of water for 
sprinkling the boulevards. The President said 
sometbing should be done to furnish an ade- 
quate supply of water. The cost of the wind- 
mill would be about $1,200. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Improvement Committee. 

A communication was received from John D. 
Airy. the Superintendent, as to the cost of fur- 
nishing and laying sewer-pipes on both sides of 
Washington boulevard, from Fall street to Gar- 
field Park. He said the cost would be about 
$10,130. 

A communication was received from Andrew 
Jaickes relative to the amount of work per- 
formed by bim under his contracts, and also 
other work he was authorized to do. He ed 
for a settiement. 

President Woodard said there was a dis- 
crepancy, be believed, between Mr. Jaickes’ 
claim and the estimates of the work by the 
Superintendent. 

r. Juaickes was present, and said his claim 
was a just one. He wanted pay for extra work 
performed by im in addidon to his contract, 
such as remo curbing, filling old catch- 
basins, etc. This amounted to about $1,000. 
For the contract east of the park there was due 
hima $4,680.27. 

Mr. Jaickes was, requested to send his bill to 
the Finance Committee—a report thereon to be 
made at the next mreting. ten 

Bids were opened fer removing earth from 
Humboldt Park and building the approaches on 
Central boulevard for the viaduct crossing the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Road. The bids ranged 
all the way from 85 cents to 47% cents per cubic 
yard. A few bids were received, but not read, 
in which the bidders neglected to inclose $200 as 
a guarantee of good faith. 

After some discussion, no action was taken on 
the bids, there being only a bare quorum pres- 
ent, and it requiring a majority of the board to 
award a contract. 

Commissioner Rahlfs move that, as the Fourth 
of Juiy would comeon the day following the 
regular meeting. the board, when it adjourned, 
adjourn to Monday, July 10. It was so ordered. 

Commissioner Carter offered a resolution that 
no special permits be hereafter granted to par- 
ties to remain in the parks afterl0p.m. He 
said be offered it in the cause of good morals. 
Societies dave been allowed to remain in the 
parks after that hour, and dancing bas been in- 
duiged in, and he believed in treating all people 
alike. The police would not allow others to 
enter the parks after 10 o'clock, while those hav- 
ing special permits went on with the dance. The 
reaolution was adopted. 

President Woodard said he had purchased six 
boats—two for each of the parks—in accordance 
with the resolution adopted. The boats 
were hand-propellers, and cost $100 each. 

Commissioner Carter said the President was not 
authorized to purchase the boats, and he would 
most decidedly object. These boats were of no 
eurthiy use, would easily get out of repair. and 
there was as much pieasure in propelling one 
of them as there was in turning a grindstone. 

The minutes were examined, and it was round 
that the President was simply requested to ex- 
amine the boats and report tothe board as to 
the expediency of purchase. 

The President said he would countermand the 
order for the purchase of the boats.

THE WARD MURDER. 


Pat Condon, the Slayer of Tom Pow- 
ers, Supposed to Be the Assasin. 
It was not until yesterday that an inquest was 
held in the case of Hugh Ward, the Irish plas- 
terer who was so brutally muegdered a few weeks 


ago at the corner of Thirteenth place and Cen- 
tre avenue. The inguest .was delayed with a 
view to giving the police an opportunity to 
bring the murderers before the jury, but the 
police don't seem to know any more about the 
case now than they did dt the start. Ward, on 
the night of May 9. was walking along Thir- 
teenth place in company with Dan Keilty 
and another man named Ward, when they 
were met by four thugs. One of them 
knocked Hugh down with an unexpected 
biow in the face, and then all four began 
pounding and kicking him. Finally one of his 
assailants stabbed him in the breast, and then 
be was left to himself. for his companions had 
deserted him at the outset. Hugh managed to 
get to his home, at the corner of Centre avenue, 
only afew yards distant, and a day or two later 
was removed to the County Hospital, where he 
died June 5 from the wound in his breast. He 
stated to the police when they first talked with 
him that he would be able to identify bis assail- 
ants, but they were never arrested. At the in- 
quest yeste one important fact was brought 
out. James Healon,in front of whose house 
the murder was committed, testified that on the 
night in question

came to his house (Pat being Mrs. Healon’s 
cousin), and that they seemed angry and anxious 
fora fuses. Pat hadaknife with him. He was 
ordered from the house, and afterward Healon 
saw bim scuffling in the street with Hugh Ward. 
Althougt Healon did not see three other men 
with Condon, the latter might have been joined 
by others after leaving Healon's house. 

Dan Kelly and Tom Ward told their stories to 
the jury, but told nothing new. They acknowl- 
od d the n act of fleeing from their 
companion when he was first assaulted, and 
swore they would not be able to identify 
his assailants if they should see them again. 

The jury, notwithstanding Healon's testimony, 
found that Ward was murdered by a person or 

rsons unknown, apd recommended that they 

y agent ana held without bail. 

It is a singuiar fact that Pat Condon is the 
very man who murdered the young teamster, 
Tom Powers, in a saloon at the corner of Adams 
and Dearborn streets only about two weeks suc- 
ceeding the Ward murder, and it may be recol- 
lected that a ice officer saw Condon within 
tive minutes after he had given Powers a mortal 
wound and did not arrest him. declaring that the 
“ound was a mere scratch.”

Views Thereupon of a Prominent 
lrish M.-P. 


The Case Against England Stated by 
Justin Mebarthy. 


The Irish Party under the Leadership of 
Mr. Parnell. 


New York Tribune, June 18. 

Justin McCarthy, Esq., member of Parliament 
for County Longford, resumes today his sum- 
mary of the Irish crisis from an Irish point of 
view. In his Urst paper be detined the two 
greut issues of the movement with which he is 
identified, Home Rule and the Land Question, 
and presented a historical outline of the rise of 
the present Irish purty in Parliament. He con- 
tended that under the leadership of Dr. Butt 
neither Home Kule nor the Land Question had 
tuken a commanding position, and contrasted 
that leader’s ineffective annual debates with 
Mr. Parnell’s resolution and persistency in cre- 


ating au absolutely independent party, Which, 


sustained by the force of Lrish public opinion, 
should compel the House of Commons and the 
Evgiish people to listen to the demands ot the 
Island. Tuking up the argument atthe point 
where tt was dropped on Sunday last—the elec- 
tions of 188—Mr. McUgrthy concludes dis 
retrospect of the events of recent years. Among 
the strong poiuts of this second paper are bis 
defense of Mr. Parnell's course in taking the 
Opposition benches; his summary of the results 
of the short Parliamentary session of 1880, which 
convineed the Irish members that the influence 
ot Whig and Tory landlords rendered it #mpos- 
sible for any Government to do much for Ire- 
land; his compreheasive account of the Land 
League as the Irish occupiers out on strike”; 
his denunciation of the doctrine of constructive 
treason as unfolded in the abortive State trials, 


‘and his unsparine condemnation of the phrase 


reusonably suspected. which was an epitome 
in two words of the Coercion act; and bis gen- 
eral conclusions on the two measures forced 
through the Commons last year and the subse- 
vent arrest of the Irish members. In bis third 
woes Mr. McCarthy will give bis ideas as to the 
prospect of improvement in the relations of 
Eogland and Ireland. 
THE IRISH PARTY UNDER THE LEADERSHIP 
OF MK. PARNELL. 

House or COMMONS, W BSTMINSTER, May, 1882. 
—The new Parliament assembled at the close of 
April, 1880. Before the meeting of the Parlia- 
ment. however, the Irish members heida con- 
vention of their own iu Dublin. Mr. Parnell, 
who bad been visiting America with Mr. Dinon 
for the purpose of raising money to relieve the 
distress in Ireland, had just returned to Europe, 
and was present at the convention. The party 
in close alliance with him had become so much 
strengthened by the results of the elections as 
to be manifestiy the most powerful section of 
the Irish representatives. The majority of 
lrish members at the convention were al- 
ready resolved that Mr. Shaw should 
not continue to be leader of the party. If 
Mr. Shaw was not to remain leader, it seemed 
clear to some of us that only one man in the 
party could possibly succeed him. Mr. Parnell 
himself thought otherwise, and suggested an- 
other pame, but bis colleagues pressed and, in- 
deed, insisted that if any change was to be 
made be must bimself take the leadership. 
The reason for this ls obvious. He had come 
to be unquestionably the leader of tue Irish 
people. By his influence and the magic of his 
name the Irish constituencies bad elected a 
large number of new and uotried men to 
Parliament to serve on the lines he had laid 
down. It would have been absurd to 
think of making a change in the leadership 
ot the Irish party except for the purpose of 
putting him at its head. There were some men 
personally allied with Mr. Parnell who were of 
opiuion that it would be better not to make any 
change, to allow Mr. Shaw still to act as leader 
of the party, but tocompel him by pressure from 
behind to take a more energetic part than he 
had previously done, and so to keep the whole 
of the Irish party together without distinction 
or division. But these men were perfectly sat- 
isfied that if any change were to be made Mr. 
Parnell must become the leader, and this was 
the result of the convention. Mr. Shaw and a 
few of his friends separated themselves from 
the Irish party and have not since returned to 
it. They sit on the Ministerial side of the House, 
while the men. who follow Mr. Parnell sit with 
the Opposition. 

On this question, too, a difference of opinion 
arose. In the House of Commous the Ministers 
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sit on the right of the Speaker and the Uppusi- ~ 


tuon on the lett. The Irish Home-Rule party 
bad come into existence when the Conservatives 
were in power, aud therefore bad up to this time 
been sitting on the benches of the Opposition. 
Now it is natural that Irish members sbould as a 
rule act in concert with English Liberal mem- 
bers. But at the same time it appeared to a ma- 
jority of the Home-Rule members that it was 
essential for them tosbow themselves independ- 
ent of all changes of government in England— 
representatives of Irish Home-Rule claims and 
Irish demands generally, but bound to follow in 
the track of no re political party. For this 
reason it was held that as they began their 
career in opposition, no mere change between 
Liberal and Tory “a to affect them, and that 
they must remain still in opposition until some 
party should come into power which had 
acknowledged the justice of the demand for 
Home-Rule and was pledged to varry it out. 

But, although they sat in oppostuon, these 
Irish members had still great faith in Mr. Giad- 
stone, and strong hope of the work he wouid do 
for Ireland. In the Parliament which had just 
expired they had had much assistance from 
some of the English Radical members, especially 
from Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Charles Dilke. 
Mr. Chamberlain was now a Cabinet Minister. 
Sir Charles Dilke held the important post of 
Under-Secretary of Foreign Affairs. He was 
one of those fortunate Under-Secretaries who 
are described in “Endymion” as “masters of 
the situation. His chief was in the House of 
Lords, and be was therefore the mouthpiece of 
the Foreign Office in the Commone. But the ex- 
pectations which lrish members formed were 
not destined to be gratified. The session, to be 
sure, was short. Half the session had already 
passed through when the Liberals came 
into power. Still we had hoped that the 
Government would at least make some 
liberal promise on behalt of Ireland. and we had 
some expectation that measures would be 
adopted to check the terribie evictions which 
were going on all over Ireland. This was the 
year immediately succeeding the deepest season 
of distress in Ireland, that season when the po- 
tato crop fell to little more than one-quarter of 
itsannual value. The people could not pay 
their rents. Mountains of arrears were ac- 
cumulated on their unfortunate heads. The 
landiords in many places, sometimes themselves 

erbaps pressed for money, were making ruth- 
ess use of their power of eviction. The Land 
League was holding meetings all over the coun- 
try, getting together vast gatherings ot people 
such as bad not been seen since the days when 
O'Connell addressed bis multitudes at Tara and 
Clontarf. Tne whole situation was full of peril, 
and it seemed to the Irish members of the utter- 
most importance that the Govern- 
ment should do something to intervene 
between the landlords and the tenants. Un- 
fortunately the Government did not then see 
their way to take any measure. The Irish party 
brought forward a bill for the purpose of stay- 
ing evictions, and when they showed a resolute 
determination to press this bill on the attention 
of Parliament thé Government then intimated 
their willingness to bring iu a measure of their 
own having a somewhat similar object. The fa- 
mous ** Compensation for Disturbance bill w. 
introduced. The bill did nothing but to extend 
for a very limited period, indeed for only a few 
months, a tion of the Ulster tenant-right 
custom which gives a dispossessed tenant com- 

‘nsation for improvements he may have made. 

ut it met with much hostility from Whig land- 
lords as well as Tory landlords, and it was abso- 
lutely rejected by the House of Lords. A land- 
lord House refused to allow Parliament to do 
anything, even the slightest, to assist the Irish 
tenant. The Government refused to take any 
measures to force the bill in some other shape 
through the House of Lords, but promised that 
they would bring in a comprchensive land meas- 
ure in the next session, and for this end they 
announced the appointment of a commission to 
inguire into the condition of the agricultural 
population of Ireland. Even in this preliminary 
step they wore unlucky. The commission was 
to consist of tive landlords, one of them a Peer. 
The Irish members strongly urged the Govern- 
ment to put even one representative of the ten- 


‘ant-farmer class on the commission. In good 


truth the wise and proper thing on the part of 
the Government would dave been to ask Mr. 
Parnell bimseif to take bis seat-on that commis- 
sion. On the contrary, however, they absolutely 
refused to give a place to any representative of 
the tenant-farmer’s cause. 

l had the honor of bringing before the House 
of Commons a motion to express our dissatis- 
faction with the course taken by the Govern- 
ment, and that motion was seconded by aa Bee 

lish Radical member, Mr. Asbton Dilke. Mr. 

orster, the new Irish Secretary. set himseif 
aguinst the motion, and scowled at us, and re- 
buked us, because we were not pleased with 
everything the Government chose to do, and the 
motion was course rejected by au over- 
wheilming majority. Then the Lrish members of 
Parliament and Irishmeu outside Parliament 
began to lose faiih in the Government. Even 
those who, like myself, bad the most thorough 
belief in the good intentions of men like Mr. 
Giadstone, Mr. Chamberiain, and Sir Charies 
Duke found the conviction growing on them 
that in the present state of things no Govern- 
ment, however well inclined, could do much tor 
Ireland; that the influence—the enormously 
preponderating iulluence—of Whig and ‘Tory 
landiords in both Houses of Parliament rend- 
ered it impossible for any Minister just then to 
do tor Ireland the things that lreland wanted to 
have done. 
lu bis noble bh on conciliation with Amer- 
ica, Edmund Burke says: “if you mean to 
please any peopie you must give them the boon 
which they ask for; not what you may think 
better for them, but of u kind totally different.” 
Irelahd now begun to feel sad fears that no Eu- 
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boon which they asked for; that the utmost 
English authority could do would be to tender 
to itishmen just wnnt Englishmeu thought 
might be good for them. The agitaucon out of 
doors naturally became wore impassioned than 
ever. The Land League put forward their de- 
mands in the firmest tone. They advised the 
people to codperate for their common inter- 
ests, to iorm a sort of trade-union of the 
tenant class, to stand by each other in 
passively resisting, not merely — — 
but «be exaction of what they considere 
un unjust amount of reit. Now there 1s 
u sort of rough-and-ready way of wetting at the 

rinciplc of u just rent in Ireland. and the Land 

ruc did not merely leave it to the tenant 
himself to form his own opinion of what he ought 
to pay. The land of Ireland was valued many 
years ago at the instance of the Goverumem by 
Sir Richard Gritliths, and since that time Griff- 
ithe’ valuagfon bas been accepted as the basis of 
afairrent. In many parts of the country, in- 
deed almost all over the country, the landlords 
were exacting reats far above the level of 
Grifliths’ valuation. The Irish teuauts, there- 
fore, considered an unjust reat to be a rent of 
this kind, and the principie of the Land League 
was that they might lawfuHy band togecher to 
refuse the payment of such rent. The tenant 
farmers of Ireland ana the laboring population 
in the rural districts formed themselves into 
a great organized trades union against the 
demands of the landiords. In a word, the Irish 
occupiers went out on a strike. Mixed up with 
the followers of the Land League, here, there, 
and everywhere, were some of the Nationalists 
and Fenians. Almost every Irish party bas 
some men who may once have been members of 
the regular Fenian organization, and pernaps 
bave taken part in some ot the attempis at in- 
surrection which were made in recent years. 
Some of these men had been to America, and 
had mingied with the Irish Nutionalists there, 
and brought back their ideas and much of their 
language. It is not to be wondered at, there- 
fore, if a good deal of what Disraeli called beed- 
less rbeturic was let loose at some of the meet- 
ings. Speeches were made which the speakers 
themselves in cooler moments would probably 
not have justified, but these were not 
made by men of recognized position 
ana authority. Many interruptions of an 
inflammatory kind took lace, as is 
but natural when great crowds of men suffering 
under real grievances come together to talk 
over their wrongs and over the means of obtain- 
ing redress. The Government took the very 
unwisest course which could have been sug- 
gosted by the perverted ingenuity of man.” 
They resoived to prosecute the leaders of the 
Land League; to put them on cheir trial on a 
charge of treasonuble conspiracy, not founding 
the accusadion merely or at all on things they 
themselves had said and done, but mukum them 
constructively liable for the utterances of 
others, of any Other, all over the country. Mr. 
Parnell, Mr. Dillon, Mr. Sexton, and other mem- 
bers of Parliament were included in this prose- 
cution. The — — of it was this: Mr. Par- 
nell is the President of the Land League. 
fie is therefore responsible for what is 
done at any meeting convened by the 
Land League. He has made this, that, aad 
the other speech which show that he approves 
of the Land-League organization, that be 
directs it, and that its resoluuous are his resolu- 
tions. If, then, at any meeting at which Mr. 
Puruell is not present some violent speecd, con- 
taining bursts of rnetoric which seem to carr 
with them treasonable seatiment, be uttered, 
Mr. Parneoil is responsible for that, Just as though 
be had been present and had authorized its ut- 
terance. If some interruption take piace at a 
meeting where Mr. Parnell is preseut, if some 
voice calls out something about the “ pikes,” or 
advises the people to give the landlords lead.“ 
and eveu although Mr. Parnell may not have 
beard what was shouted, if be did not then and 
there arise and disclaim it, he is responsibie for 
that also. Therefore the Government bave only 
to mune a coliection of all the rash or wrong 
things said or sbuuted at ail the different meet- 
ings over the country—out of this build upa 
ductrine of constructive conspiracy, and boid 
all the recognized leaders of the Land League 
responsible us partners in that conspiracy. This 
is what the Government did. 

The State trials came on in Ireland at the close 
of 1880. They bad the result which every ration- 
al being must haveanticipated. I firmly believe 
myselt that had Mr. Farnell been put on trial 
before a Middlesex jury sitting in the heart of 
Loudon, and always provided that that jury was 
not specially packed with mere policemen, it 
must have refused to convict ulm ou the evi- 
dence brought forward m Dublin. We have 
outgrown in our umes the doctrine of construc- 
tive treason, and | am convinced that no honest 
English jury would have consented to convict 
Mr. Parneil ou a charge made up as that charge 
was which was brought against him in Ireland. 
The jury refused to agree, eleven, I believe, 
being for acquittal, and only one for conviction, 
und they were of course discbarged. Mr. Par- 
neli came back to Parliament a greater power 
than he had ever been before. 

Pariiament met in [ssl a month before its 
usual time. It opened on the 6th of Jauuary. It 
was well known that Mr. Gladstoue was abuutto 
bring iu a Land bill for lreland and also a Uoor- 
cion bill. We should bave objected to a Coercion 
billin any case, on the ground that coercion 
bills have vever done anything for Ireland but 
to engender secret conspiracy and midnight 
outrage. The Lund Leugue had been ridding 
Ireland of conspiracy by winning over the pev- 
ple to open agitation, and as a matter of course 
outrage had been showing sizus of diminution. 
But a new Coercion bill we felt would be certain 
to put back the hand of the clock, to restore the 
reign of conspiracy. Still, if coercion were to be, 
our earnest hope Was that the remedial measure 
—the Land bill—would precede the measure 
of repression. This was the bope of many 
Radicals as well asof the Irish members. It was 
knowl to be the hope even of members of the 
Goverument. I beiteve there can be no doubt 
that it was the earnest hope of Mr. Chamberlain 
and Sir Charles Dilke. The strongest repre- 
seutations were mide to Mr. Gladstone on the 
subject. Great pressure was brought tu bear 
upon him. It was in vain. He yielded to the 
advice of Mr. Forster and resolved to put 
coercion before remedy. There was a Ministerial 
crisis. Fora moment it was bebeved by every- 
one that Chamberlain and Dilke bad resigned 
and that Bright would go with them. Sir Charles 
Duke was himself anxious to go, but Mr. Upam- 
berlain was the pivot of the Kadical movement, 
and he was prevailed upon to stay; and accord- 
ingly no secession took place. The Government 
anuounced their intention to introduce a Coer- 
cion bill first and a Land bill afterward. 

Then the irish members absolutely broke 
away from the Government altogether. They 
were resolved to oppose the introduction of the 
Coercion bili by every means wich the forms of 
the House allowed, They were determined, if 
they could not prevent its passing, or modifying 
its character, at least to keep it from being 
passed as long as they could. This would have 
peen their duty in the case of any coercion bill, 
at least. as | construe the duty uf an irisbman 
and an Irish member of Parliament to his coua- 
try. But this particular coercion bill was ob- 
jectionabie almost beyond every other which 
bad been introduced. It gave the Government— 
that is to say—the Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
the absolute, unlimited power of aresting any- 
body ho pleased without making, or intending to 
make, any charge against him, and to lock bim 
up in prison for an indetinit time without giving 
him any explanation as to the reason which 
the Government bad for bis arrest. 
it was enough that a man should be 
“reasonably suspected“ by any magistrate or 
policeman in order to warrant the Chief Secre- 
tary in having bim sent to prison. The phrase 
“reasonably suspected“ became famous. It 
was not, by the way, Mr. Forster's OWn invention. 
It is to be found in Lyttelton’s History of 
Henry iL,” publisbed more than a hundred 
years ago. Speaking of the Earl of Chester, 
Lyttelton says: It does not appeur that he had 
done any act to make him reasonably suspected 
of treason, and if an unwarranted suspicion 
could justify such a proceeding a tyrant would 
always be justitied, for he may always suspect 
when he desires to oppress.“ 

Then followed the great scenes of obstruction 
whicb threw the House of Parliament into such 
a fever of excitement, and which were only 
brougbt to a close by the coup d'etat of the 2d of 
Felruary, when the Speaker intervened and de- 
claféd that the debate must go no fur- 
ther. Next day the unnouncement of the 
arrest of Michael Davitt. an announce- 
ment which was received with wiid and 
even savage cheers of exaultation by English 
Liberal members, led to another stormy scene, 
and finally tothe expulsion tor that sitting of 
thirty-six Irish members. I do not pretend to 
justify alithe language that was sometimes 
used during these days and nights of intense ex- 
citement, but lam convinced that the Irish 
members only did their duty wheu they offered 
their stubborn resistance tothe Coercion bill. 
Most assuredly a minority of English members 
in some parliamentary assembly not Enugiish 
would have done as much under like conditions. 
The Coercion bili introduced by Mr. Forster was 
productive of nothing but mischief. ‘This fact 
is uo ucknowledged by every one who helped 
Mr. Forster to introduce it. It has justitied to 
the full all the predictions which the Irish mem- 
bers uttered whiist it was stillinits passage 
through the House. In every town and village 
throughout Ireland the locai leaders of the Land 
League, priests and others, were thrown into 
prison, and the result was that Kibbop wen and 
conspirators got the country fora while into 
their own hands ayain, 

Meanwhile the Land bill was introduced, and, 
in its first shape, found to be a measure with 
very littis promise in it. By the efforts of the 
lrish members, with the assistance of a very few 
Stanch English allies, the bill was gradually 
strengthened its passing through the House. 
But Mr. Parnell pypdicted that it would prove 
utterly inadequate for the purpose Mr. Giad- 
stone had in view; that it would lead to an im- 
mense amount of litigation, and that the land- 
courts formed for the purpose of fixing a fair 
rent would soon find themselves clogged and 
choked with a mass of business; and all this 
came true. Mr. Gladstone is already engaged in 
the work of endeavoring to remold bis land-uct 
of last year 80 as to make it of some use to those 
whose good be unquesijonably has at heart. 
When the session came to an ead, and autumn 
was drawing vn, Mr. Gladstone ‘suddenly made 
up his mind to close with the Land League und 
overthrow it by main force. Mr. Parnell, Mr. 
Dijion, Mr. Sexton, and Mr. O'Kelly 
were arrested and flung into prison. 
The Land League was proclaimed ijiegui 
and suppressed. Some demonstrations iu Dub- 
Im were crushed by the police with reckless and 
savage violence, and order reigned in Warsaw. 
Now | need hardly say that there can only be 
one Justitication tor despotic measures of sud- 
den repression, and thut that justification mast 
be found in their sucvess. The measures taken 
last autumn in Ireland proved an absolute fail- 
ure. The country did not become tranquil after 
the arrest of the members of Parliament, but 
on the con it became much more disturbed 
than before. trages did not grow fewer, but 
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multiplied with fearfol rapidity. Before the 
winter bad wholly peased aay overr eens pects

ment themselves, that the Land bill had been to 
a crearextent a failure also,and that Mr. - 
stone was only waiting for the earliest opportu- 
nity of cndeavortng ta get the assistance of Mr.

Women Physicians. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
Cmceado, June 18.—I have read witn interest 
your editorial in today’s TRIBUNE ou“ Women 


Physicians,” and the action of the Massachusetts 


Medica! Society at its late session. 

The Boston afair calls for no special comment, 
but some of the ideas expressed in your article 
seem to me to be based upou information not 
the most thorough, and views not entirely with- 
out prejudice. 

There are as many safeguards in the way of 
guaranteeing the ability of female physicians” 
as there are guarantees for the ability of the 
“male physician and the public can be just as 


easily and as readily satisfied in regard to the 
one as to the other. The oaly troubie is that 
very few people ever stop to inquire, until 


they find themselves under the treatment ot 


some so-called physician, whose “qu ery is 
piainly obvious to even the most inexperienced. 

You do “ women physicians” a grave injustice 
when you say that ia their case such guaran- 
tees do not clearly exist, and general feputation 
is the only guide the public has,” etc. I. as well 
as many of my couferes, received a diploma 
from the higuest medical authority of this State, 
which I consider as g and clear a guarantee 
of my ability as may be obtained, aside from the 
guarantee that comes with age and experience, 
in my profession, and as persons not duly and 
leguily declared competent are not autborized to 
practice, 1 maintain that those who suffer by 
“quackery” are the victims of their own 
credulity. 

i venture to say that, proportionately, the 
number of “male quacks” far exceeds those to 
be found among women physicians.” 

Are you not drawing the line rather fine when 
you say there are many. women physicians in 
Chicago, but except in one or two cases what 
guarnutee does the public possess that they are 
qualified for their profession? 

Wouid you kindly state for the public good 
where the one or two’ qualified practidoners 
may be found’ I assert that we possess the 
same guarantees that any reputable male phy- 
cician” can produce, and are their equais in 
every respect, asthe many “ declarations over 
signature and seal issued by numerous well- 
esiablished medical schools and colleges ”’ 
througuout our country prove. 

The coneluding part of your article is no 
doubt intended to be fair and impartial, and is 
duly appreciated.

Women Physicians. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Cuicago, June 18,—There is still another ques- 
tion which the able editorial in Sunday's Tris- 
UNB under the above caption did not take into 
account In discussing the right of the public to 
some assurance that women physicians are com- 
petent to practice. 

The action of the Massachusetts Medical So- 
ciety in refusing membership to women physi- 
cians does not seem to hinge upou the question 
of Weir being competent or incompetent, but 
upon their being women. The remarks quoted 
by THe Tusk from a leading physician of 
that society while the question was up for dis- 
cussion distinctly states: There are women 
practicing medicine in Boston, many of whom 
are competent,” and yet the State society 
(allopathic) rot uses to admit them. Why, then, 
should such a society consider itself a tribu- 
nal to decide for the public upon the com- 
peteney or incompetency of persons offering 
their services as physicians? Tux TRIBUNE ed- 
itorial says: There are many women physi- 
cians in Chicago, but except in one or two cases 
what guarantee does the public possess that 
they are qualified for their profession?’ This is 
precisely the question which I desire to answer 
in this communication, for the answer toucnes 
upon the very point which seems to have been 
entirely overlooked. We bave a law im this 
State which den to every physician the right 
to practice without first having obtained from 
the State Bourd of Health a certificate of com- 
petency to engage in such profession. The per- 
sons comprising such Board of Heaith are pro- 
fessional nen from both the old school and the 
new of the highest standing not only for profes- 
sional ability, byt as men of honor and good 
judgment. The evidences which are required 
from the candidate appearing betore them are 
either a diploma from a medical col- 
lege Of good standing, or, in the ab- 
sence of this, a rigid personal examination 
and an experienee of ten years’ practice. 
Now “the many women-physicians in Chi ” 
probably all have diplomas from reputable 
medical schools, of which there are at present 
many which admit women on the same terms as 
men. ong these we recall Boston University, 
Michigan State University, allopathic and home- 


, Opatbic departments, lowa University, and five 


out of the six medwal colleges of our own city. 
Aside from these are the medical colleges for 
women expressly, which are colleges of repute, as 
we should expect when when we remember that 
the faculties of these are largely composed of 
men ovcupying the very highest places in 
the profession. Now the question, “ What 
Kuarautee does the public possess that women 
are qualified for their profession?” may be au- 
swered in their behalf precisely as for men. The 
—— is their diploma. signed by reputabie 

rotessors of the various branches of medicine, 
which certifies that the woman, in common with 
the man of her class, has come up to the required 
standard of the school, and bas passed a reputa- 
ble examination in ail her classes. Cana State 
medical society go back of this? or, is it any 
more competent a tribunal to judge of the ability 
of the woman (or the man) for ber profession 
than even the dear public itself? In the end 
the public must be its own best 
tribunal, for blunders are daily commit- 
ted in the name of science, not only 
by women, put by me, and tne blic must 
ever be the victitas, since, in the auguage of 
Carlyle, * Aguinst stupidity the gods are power- 
less.“ But while men physicans of honor and 
ability continue to sigu the diplomas of women, 
certify to their ability to practice their profes- 
sion, we must still continue to wonder why the 
same men refuse them admission to medical 
societies. 

Le it said, bowever, to the credit of Illinois 
that many women physiciaus are not only mem- 
bers, but officers, iu State and local societies. It 
is only the average New England allopath who 
still sieeps the Rip Van Wi sleep of ancient 
prejudices.

COUNTY BOARD. 


Regular Mecting of the Commissioners 


Yesterday. 


The County Board held a regular session at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, all the members 


being present except O'Neill. The matter of 
reconsidering the appointment of Dr. Graham 
as a member of the Medical Board of the County 


Hospital evoked a great deai of discussion, but 


it was passed and the matter referredto the 
Committee on Hospital. 

The communication from the Chicago Tele- 
phone Company, which has already been pub- 


lished in Tue Trisune, was read, in which it 


was proposed to restore all the teiephones bere- 
toiore in use, and also a line to the Poor- House. 
The letter was referred to the Committee on 
Public Service, 

The Chicago Medical College sent in the pames 
of Drs. I. N. isham, J. H. Hollister, and Charies 
Fenger as members of the Medical Board at the 
County Hospital. They were elected by the 


board. 

The following physicians were elected to the 
County Hospital Medical Board, in addition to 
those presented by colleges: Drs. Lee, Murphy, 
Guerin, Jacobsen, and George P. Cunninghatn. 

Dr. J. A. Kippax tendered his resignation as a 
homeopathic physician at the County Hospital, 
owing to impaired beaith. 

The Committee on Koads and Bridges recom- 
mended that the Town of Wheeling be granted 
$2,000, which is one-third the cost of repairing 
several of its roads; and that the Town of Maine 
be granted $1,000, one-third the cost of repairing 
the roads in that town. 

he Committee on Publie Service presented 
their report upon increasing the number of 
voting precincts iu the city, as published in last 
Saturday's Tripune. The report recommends 
thirty-three additional districts, and requests 
the Commissioners to assist in making the divis- 
ion of the seyeral wards to correspond with the 
proposed changes, each Commissioner to look 
after the district in which he resides. 

The Joint Committee on Public Buildings and 
Charities presented a report recommend that 
the contract for the new Poor-House In- 
tirmary be awarded to McGraw & Downey, the 
being the lowest bidders, the amount of their 
bid being $138,683 for the buildings complete, to 
be ftinishea by Jan. 1 next, they to give a 
bond in $75,000 and a duy forfeiture 
for every day after the ist of January that 
the buildings remain uncompleted. re- 
port was unanimously adopted, and the con- 
tract was awarded to McGraw & Downey, who 
will at once sign a contract. The Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, Commissioner Mat- 
tocks, was requested, in the absence of the 
County Attorney, to draw up the necessary 
contract and bond. 

The Clerk of the board was directed to adver- 
tise for the hard and soft coal to be used by tne 
county during the coming year, the bids to be 
opened July I7, at noon. 

Cupt. Peters. the Warden of the Poor-House 
and insane Asylum, seot in his quarteriy report 
for the three months ending May 31, 1882. The 
total expense for the Insane Asylum during 
that period was $23,720. The duily average number 
of inmates was 448; cost per capita, 57 cents. 
Total expense for runoing the Poor-House, 
$14,679: daily average of inmates, 675; daily cost 
per capita, 2) cents. 

There were l inmates in the Insane Asylum 
at the date of this report, 2356 males and 246 
females. There were 66 discharges and 13 deaths. 
There were 54 persons discharged from the 
Poor-House during the quarter, 52 deatbs, and 
564 remain in the institution. There were 27 
interments in the Cook County Cemetery. 


THE SOUTH PARKS. 


Improvements and Decoration This 
Season. 

A reporter of THe TRIBUNE yesterday took a 
trip through the South Park and noted the 
progress uf the improvements there. Consider- 
ing the limited amount at the disposal of the 
Pak Commissioners the amount of work Which 
has been already accomplished is surprising. 
Most of the improvewents being made this sea- 
son are in what is known as Jackson Park, being 
the extreme svutheastern division o the 
grounds. At this point extensive excayutions 
have been made for the purpose of completing 
the chain of artilicial lakes embraced in the de- 
signs. This season will sce the close of most of 
this work, and both here and in the southern 
haif of the west division great advances may be 
noticed. 

There are already over twenty miles of com- 
pleted roadway and several miles more are 
graded aud in shape for paving. The roads gen- 
erally arein tine condition. Michigan avenue 
boulevard is completed to dr ake Bi street, 
and will all be in order by July 1. The South 
Park Retreat, or restaurant, is now under the 
management of the Commissioners and fur- 
nishes light lunches, coffee, ice-cream, etc., at 
surprisingly low rates. The phaetons bave be- 
gun to run and visitors can for 2 cents enjoy a 
drive through the larger half of the park sys- 
tem. Notwithstanding the backwardness of the 
season the flowers look well. Over 100000 
plants, embracing \fifty-four species and 272 
varieties, were set out this year. Drexel boule- 
vurd is a blaze of floral decoration, some of the 
designs being unique as well as beautiful. 
Among. these are the carpet-beds and the im- 
mense floral letters, showing the words South 
Park and Drexel boulevard.” 


POISONED BY CHEESE. 


About Seventy-five Residents of Adri- 
an, Mich., Sickened After Partaking 
of a Certain Make of Cheese—An In- 
vestigation to Be Made,

ADRMN, Mich., June 19.—Since Friday even- 
ing last some seventy-five people of this city 
bave been poisoned by cheese. Whole families 
have been suddenly seized with violent vomiting 
and purging, and in many cases severe iliness 

has resulted. In one case—that of John L. 

Smith—only the most vigorous treatment pre- 

vented a fatal result, while today several men 

who had partaken of the cheese were so ill cirat 
they could not attend to their labors in the Lake 

Snore & Peninsular car-shops. The cheese was 

sold by several grocers, but was all the 
roduct of one factory on the 2th of May 
ast. A microscopic examination shows the 

cheese to be filled with minute parasites, but the 
deleterious effects are/believed to nave arisen 
from the presence, accidental or otherwise, of 
some dangerous substance. The affair certainly 
demands un official investigation, and the cheese 
should be submitted to a scientific analysis. The 
following is a partial list of the sufferers: A 
number of the employés of the Central Hotel:
